LOSS ON COTTON CROP 
FIXED AT $455,000,000 


Bureau of Crop Estimates 
of Government Declares 
South Will Lose That Sum 
as a Result of the War. 


Washington, November 7.—War’s ef- | 
fect on the price of cotton and cotton | 
seed has caused a loss of about $455,- | 
000,000 to American cotton farmers this | 
year, it was announced today by the: 
bureau of crop estimates of the depart- , 
menf\of agriculture. 

The experts base their 
the shrinkage of prices this year, com- 
pared with those of last year. This | 
year’s prices are the lowest that have | 
prevailed since 1898. 

Cotton prices on November 1 aver- 
aged 6.3 cents per pound, while a year, 
ag the price was 13 cents. This re- 
du tion represents a total shrinkage | 
of mcome of cotton farmers for lint 
cotton of about $425,000,000. 

The seed was sold by producers on 
October 1 at about $15.25 a ton, while 
& year ago the price was about $22 a | 
ton. The reduction represents a shrink- | 
age of about $30,000,000. 

The average price of cotton per; 
pound to producers on November 1, by 
estates, was: 

North Carolina, 6.5 cents; South Caro- 
lina, 6.6 cents; Georgia, Alabama, Lou- 
isiana and Texas, 6.2 cents: Tennes- 
see, Mississippi and Arkansas, 6.1 cents, 
and Oklahoma, 6.0 cents.

Rodme, Italy, November 7.—Official

The Austro-German cavalry forces 
are depicted as being in an especially 
pitiful condition. A part of this force, 
it is said, was massacred by the out- 
numbering Cossacks; the remainder 
being routed and pursued in the ut- 
most confusion. 

Austria and Germany had centered 
about 20,000 of their best cavalry, half 
of which force, the Russians maintain, 
is now lost.

JAPANESE FLEET

Vague rumors of thé capture of the 
cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau 
have been persistent since October 
when a dispatch to London from 
Sydney, N. S, W., said they had been 
taken after failure of their coal sup- 


ply. 

A Tokio rumor Friday figed the date 
of the alleged capture as October 31, 
but failed to designate the place. 

This obviously was wrong, as the 
engagement in which the British 
squadron was defeated and in vyhich 
the Gneisenau ‘and Scharnhorst took 
part was fought the following — day. 
The last tidings of the cruisers was 
that, after coaling at Valparaiso, they 
put to sea last Wednesday. 

The present report in circulation in 
Lima may be a result of numerous 
inquiries sent. to South Pacific ports 
asking information as to the reported 
capture of the vessels. A Callao dis- 
patch received shortly before the one 
from Lima made no mention of the 
reported taking of the German cruisers 
by the Japanese. Callao is the prin- 
cipal seaport of Peru and probably 
would be better informed as to move- 
ments off the coast than Lima, which 
is inland.

MANY BELGIANS SHOT

Reported 43 Citizens of Roul- 
ers Have Been Executed and 
City Fined 100,000 Francs. 


Roulers, 3elzgium, November 7 
(Via London.)—This city, headquarters 
of the German staff during the attack 
on Ypres, has suffered terribly. It has 
been bombarded twice and was partly 
destroyed by the Germans, who accus- 
ed citizens of shooting at German sol- 
diers. The Belgians, however, contend 
that French cavalry were responsible 
for the shooting and deny any par- 
ticipation by Belgian citizens. 

It is imposstble to determine the 
truth of these accusations and counter 
charges, Dut it is commonly reported 
that up to the present time forty-three 
private citizens have been shot by the 
Germans, while a fine of 100,000 francs 
was levied on the town. Later this 
fine was doubled and the money to pay 
it was collected by the daughters of a 
number of prominent citizens who, in a 
house-to-house canvass raised the 
amount in cash. 

The city is under strict military law 
and the mayor and six leading citizens 
are obliged to reside in the town hall 
as hostages. 

Since November 4 no one has been 
allowed to leave the northern part of 
Belgium. Although the Dutch govern. 
ment continues to keep the frontier 
apen to all refugees the German mili- 
tary authorities will not issue pass- 
ports to allow persons to leave occu- 
pied territory.

London, November 7.—The Sofia, 
Bulgaria, correspondent of The Times, 
in an interesting survey of the posi- 
tion of the Balkan countries in the 
European war, thinks there is now @ 
prospect of the resumption of the 
movement tn Rumania ‘in favor of 
intervention and he points out that 
the well-equipped Rumanian army of 
400,000 men, on Austro-Hungarian ter- 
ritory, would probably decide the issue 
of the campaign in Galicia and Po- 
land. 

In regard to Bulgaria he says that 
should she receive a mandate for the 
occupation of Macedonia, similar to 
that apparently accorded Greece for 
the occupation of Epirus, he under- 
stands that no difficulty would exist 
in mobilizing the Bulgarian army and 
placing it at the aisposal of the en- 
tente powers. Some 200,000 men would 
thereby be available to act against 
Turkey while should Servia refrain 
from action against Bulgaria another 
100,000 Bulgarian troops would. aid 
Servia against Austria.”

“From Montevideo we went to Bue- 
nos Aires, Argentine, the Paris of 
South America. Argentine has an area 
of about 1,400,000 square miles and a 
population of nearly 8,000,000. Her prin- 
cipal industry is agriculture and cattle 
and sheep raising. In 1911 there were 
in Argentine thirty million cattle, 
sixty-eight million sheep, and 7,500,- 
000 horses. In 1912 Argentine exported 
to foreign countries $1,177,600,000 and 
bought from foreign céuntries $953,- 
900,000. Of this amount the United 
States sold them  $139,000,000. The 
United Kingdom came first in sales 
with $253,7,00,000. The United States 
being third, and from the rapid strides 
we are making we should soon hold 
‘second and then first place in the sale 
of commodities to Argentine. Buenos 
Aires is the largest city in all South 
America, with a population of 1,428,000 
in 1912, which was a gain of 62,000 
compared with 1911. 

Buenos Aires Jockey Club. 

“The city is very modern in every 
way. Her parks and zoological gar- 
dens and statuary will compare favor- 
ably with the finest of any city in the 
world. Her principal street is Avenida 
de Mayo, on which are the large busi- 
ness houses, the municipal theater, art 
gallery, fine hotels, etc., and at the 
end of which is Congress Hall or ‘Capi- 
tol building,’ which is a very imposing 
structure, built at a cost of over $9,000,- 
000, and one wing of which is still un- 
finished and in front of which is beau- 
tiful Congress park filled with magni- 
ficent statuary. The principal retail 
street is the Avenida ‘Florida,’ which 
is still of the old Spanish style (very 
narrow). On this street probably some 
of the finest and most expensive goods 
in the world are sold. 

“After 4 p. m. no vehicles of any kind 
are allowed on this street and it is filled 
entirely on side walks and the center 
of the street with people shopping and 
promenading. 

“Special mention should be made of 
Buenos Aires race track and Jockey 
club, The race track has a mile 
straight away course and a two and 
one-half mile circle track, and inside of 
this a hurdle track and in the center 
of which are beautiful little lakes and 
flower gardens, which makea very beau- 


the, of this country. 


tiful picture to look upon while wait- 
ing for the races. The Jockey club is 
a splendid structure, the building and 
furnishing are said to cost $8,000,000.

“The Jockey club is fitted up with a 
fine art gallery with a number of very 
noted paintings, any one of which cost 
many thousands of dollars, a gymna- 
sium, a library, smoking room, Turkish 
bath and swimming pool. The furnish- 
ing of the banquet hall Is said to cost 
$150,000, the furnishing of the ladies’ 
reception room is an exact reproduction 
of Louis XV. furniture in style and 
quality and cost 700,000 frances. These 
figures were given to me by Mr. Galle- 
gos, a very rich Argentenian, and for 
six years secretary of the club. We 
met Mr. Gallegos on the steamer going 
to South America and he showed our 
party many courtesies during our visit 
in Bunos. Alres. 

“From Buenos Aires we took a ride 
of S88 miles on the railroad across the 
mighty Andes mountains to Valparaiso, 
Chile, on the west coast of South 
America. After a day and night of 
travel we arrived at Mendoza, Argen-

It is certain that the 
submarines are a large factor in limit- 
ing the activities of the British 
and that they have proved their worth 
by sinking British cruisers. If the 
battleship is obsolete, the United States 
will have to scrap millions of dollars’ 
worth of floating forts, and the best 
that can be hoped for the mighty guns 
they carry will be that they may be 
rolled into steel rails.

But while gloriously blessed in a material 
way, we are not unmindful of the things of 
the spirit. Schools in every community 
open the eyes of our children to the riches 
of the mental world, the vast accumulated 
stores of human knowledge, that are the 
heritage of every boy and girl with the 
patience and the energy to seek them out. 
The heaven-pointing spires of our churches 
everywhere are an expression of the aspira- 
tion of our people after the higher life. 

With wise laws and sacred constitutional 
guarantees to protect them, the people of 
Georgia pursue their vocations unhampered 
by iimitations. upon their energies and 
conscious that no power can deny ultimate 
success to those who put their trust in 
everlasting principles.

REAL ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR 


Many people profess to see signs of 
improvement in public sentiment. None 
of us expect to see the wheels all 
start turning immediately at full speed: 
what we hope for and can reasonably 
expect to see is a slow and gradual 
improvement. Nearly everyone con- 
cedes that the bottom has been reached, 
and as an old proverb says, when 
things get to be very bad, then they be- 
Sin to get better. The month of No- 
vember will likely mark the turning 
point in affairs. Several things take 
place in this month: first, the election, 
already happily out of the way: second, 
the installation of a new financial sys- 
tem. Then the cotton exchange will 
likely open, and all the vast sums 
locked up in cotton will be released for 
active use. 


We look to see the big loan agéncies 
and insurance companies back in the 
loan market very soon. Right now that 
would help the real estate situation 
more than anything else. Heal estate 
trading runs into such large amounts 
that loans must at all times be obtain- 
able or old loans renewable, in order 
to facilitate exchanges. Real estate 
is no five and ten-cent business, its 
transactions run into thousands, and 
tens of thousands. You cannot carry 
on real estate operations with petty 
cash. The system calls for a connec- 
tion back through loan channels 
reaching into deep funds. Long-term 
loans supply the money needed for 
building operations, and carry in- 
vestments along over inactive periods. 
Such loans are the balance wheel of 
the real estate market. 


Improvement in the cotton market 
will probably be simultaneous with im- 
provement in the loan situation. Fach 
one of these will relieve the pressure 
caused by tight money. Timid capital, 
which always retreats at the first sign 
of trouble, will then begin’*to emerge 
from its hole and peer around. In 
truth, there is plenty of investment 
money in the United States right now, 
but there is a hesitancy about putting 
it out. People would rather hold on to 
what they have, than to make any new 
ventures. When the market begins to 
turn and wecan all see our way 
clearer, quantities of idle money will 
come to the surface seeking invest- 
ment. Those who have money will 
look around and ask the question: 
What is it that best stood the test of 
the greatest shock the world has ever 
known? 


The investing public will learn some 
valuable lessons from our experiences 
during the past three months. When 
the fray is all over and the smoke has 
cleared away, we can see what  Iles- 
sons can be learned that will guide 
us in the future. The question to be 
answered is what kind of investment 
held its own and withstood the shock 
with the least disturbance of equilib- 
rium. European investors, the old 
gray rats of finance, had selected gilt- 
edge stocks and bonds that would 
weather all storms and could be con- 
verted in any crisis; but the exchanges 
had to be closed right quick to keep 
these selected stocks and bonds from 
shrinking in value to almost nothing. 
If the exchange had kept open another 
day, it is dreadful to contemplate what 
might have happened. 


sure that the American peo- 
are not hurt as much 
as they are scared. Conditions are not 
as bad as they were in 1907. Already 
most people have forgotten those pan- 
icky times. The Knickerbocker Trust 
company collapsed in New York; the 
Oriental .Bank failed there; in Atlanta 
the ‘Neal Bank, with $2,000,000 in de- 
posits, failed. Nearly two thousand de- 
positors were directly affected; fac- 
tories had to shut down for actual 
want of a week's payroll. Clearing 
house certificates were issued ‘by the 
banks; as they were practically out of 
money. Now look at the bank state- 
ments just printed, showing real cash 
in vault of from half a million to one 
millon for each of the big clearing 
house banks.

Business depression has affected the 
cotton-zgrowing states more than any 
other portion of the union, and we are 
of the impression that the _ lesson 
learned by the cotton growers will not 
soon be’ forgotten. The old system of 
digging up grass to grow cotton to buy 
hay has for a long time brought a sort 
of false prosperity to the south. No 
set of lectures or bulletins could teach 
the farmers to grow diversified crops. 
We think that now the lesson is 
brought home in away that many 
years cannot efface. It is now certain 
that in 1915 the acreage planted in cot- 
ton will be reduced, and food crops 
srown instead. Thus from the great 
European calamity is a valuable les- 
son learned—a lesson that will be of 
untold benefit to the south. 


we do not claim to be cotton 
experts, it strikes us that an invest- 
ment in a few bales of cotton would 
not be bad. With next year’s crop sure 
to be reduced, cotton is likely to sell 
high in 1915. One good thing about a 
bale of cotton, it keeps well, and does 
not deteriorate with age. A good many 
of the wise ones are putting out money 
in actual cotton (mo margins), buying 
it just like they would a lot, for the 
purpose of keeping it umtil next year. 
Not long ago we ran across a farmer 
who had bought one hundred and 
twenty bales to Keep until next year. 
Not all of the farmers are bankrupt; 
some of them have comfortable bal- 
ances in their home banks. A good 
many farmers are taking things quite 
easy right now, wondering what all 
this disturbance is about.

Issues of new securities by the cor- 
porations of the United States and Can- 
ada during October were about $75,000,- 
v00 as compared with $95,000,000 for 
that month in i913. The: new issues 
in October were nearly all in the nature 
of refunding and only a few represent- 
ed the securing of new capital by cor- 
porations. Since August 1, scarcely 
$10,000,000 of the financing has 
been new, the rest of it merely repre- 
senting the raising of funds to pay off 
maturing obiieations. This would lead 
to the conclusion that it has been im- 
possible for corporations to raise money 
for expansion or improvements since 
the war started in Europe, while it has 
been very expensive, considering the 
higher rates being paid, and difficult 
to do the most necessary financing to 
meet maturities. 

Where is has been possible, several 
companies have recently paid off matur- 
ing obligations in cash, finding that this 
is better than paying in high interest 
rates necessary for obtaining new mon- 
ey to pay off maturing securities. The 
latest to adopt the cash payment plan 
was the Federal Sugar Refining Co., 
which retired $1,668,000 notes which 
matured. 

‘The Freight Rate Situation. 

Some pessimism exists as to the 
chances of the eastern railroads in get- 
ting the advance in freight rates ask- 
ed, but now that the case is being con- 
sidered by the interstate commerce 
commission, the general trend of opin- 
ion seems to bé@ that the comunission 
will recognize the railroads’ needs 
and grant relief. A decision is ex- 
pected within a week, as haste 
been urged. The main point 
sized by those who want to see 
advances in freight rates granted is 
that the evidence submitted by the 
thirty-five eastern roads on the prop- 
erty investment as compared with 6.02 
per cent ten years before. Deduct- 
ing the earnings of twe or three of the 
more prosperous roads, 
the average up, the average of the 
others is barely over 3 per cent on the 
investments. 

The reports of the progress of the 
various branches of the federal re- 
serve bank system indicates that they 
will all be ready for operations at 
the date set, November 16, although 
some makeshift staffs of 
may be seen. In New York many 
clerks from other banks will be bor- 
rowed to get the work started. The 
banks belonging to the system have 
started the payment of their subscrip- 
tions in all of the districts. 

The Hocking Valley railroad started 
offering $4,000,000 6 per cent ,one-year 
notes several days ago. The 
was so satisfactory that the price for 
the unsold balance has been advanced, 

The syndicate which underwrote 
$40,000,000 New York Central 4% per 
cent refunding and improvement bonds 
last April ig to be dissolved on No- 
vember 11. Some of these bonds will 
be left in the hands of the members 
of the syndicate and they will dispose 
of them at their own convenience. 

Improvement in Trade. 

News from trade circles continues 
show steadily spreading improve- 
which promises to grow into at 
normal conditions and possibly 
close to a boom within a few 
months, no matter what takes place 
in Europe. It is belleved that the re- 
straining influences of warfare on do- 
mestic trade will be shaken off, even 
if hostilities continue for a long time, 
while it is already evident that foreign 
commerce will be built. up despite the 
war. Within the last few days there 
has been renewed hope that unem- 
ployment will not be serious during 
the winter. It is said that this change 
has been due to plans of certain cor- 
porations to reduce wages a little and 
with the money saved to take on as 
many employees as possible. 

Negotiations are being made with 
bankers in this country to make pur- 
chase loans—that is, for the bankers 
here to advance money to foreign 
buyers with which to purchase Ameri- 
can food and other products and manu- 
factures. One such loan has already 
been carried through . successfully. 
While some of the belligerents are 
able, or may be, to make ioans of 
this kind, there is little prospect that 
any of them will be able to float loans 
here by means of which they will get 
the cash. In the case of these pur- 
chase loans, the money is merely ad- 
vanced until the goods or _ supplies 
bought arrive at their destinations. No 
securities other than notes or other 
temporary paper are being issued in 
these cases. Ag for a foreign nation 
engaged in the wa: being able to sel!

NEW HAVEN MOGULS 
AND THEIR TROUBLE 


They Fear Wrecking Their 
Reputation and Meeting 
Civil Suits for Losses More 
Than the Criminal Trial. 


New York, November 7.—(Special.)— 
Wall Street understands this ~week’s 
election to mean that there will be no 
radical legislation while President Wil- 
son is serving out the term which ex- 
pires March, 1917. 

It was back in 1904 that the internal 
row in Equitable Life started. The out- 
come of that controversy was a general 
investigation of insurance companies. 
The startling disclosures of that inves- 
tigation which was conducted by Chas. 
BE. Hughes, resulted in an outburst of 
public indignation against Wall Street

methods. That indignation was direct- 
ly responsible for the new tariff, the 
Hepburn and the Mann-Elkins acts, 
| which greatly strengthened the hands 
of the interstate commerce commission;

power; the Clayton bill, which added 
teeth and claws to the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Only the high spots in new 
corporation legislation have been 
named. 
Wall Street Pleased. 

Since James Hazen Hyde had his 
awakening ten years ago one law after 
another has been passed to curb Wall 
street's powers. Only recently Prest- 
dent Wilson announced that his legisla- 


tive campaign had been concluded with 
the passing of the Clayton bill. That} 
announcement pleased Wall street 
greatly. This week’s election results, 
however, were even more convincing. 
They showed that for.the first time in 
ten years Wall street was likely to en- 
joy at least two years and ten months 
of peace and quiet as far as Washing- 
ton is concerned. For Wall street that 
will be a novel experience. 

In the same connection it is of in- 
terest to point out that Wall street 
does not lay much stress on this week's 
criminal indictments against the New 
Haven directors. When pwhblic senti- 
ment against corporate mismanagement 
was at boiling point it was proved time 
and time again that a jury could not 
be found which would send one of our 
captains of industry to jail. What New 
Haven’s old directors fear far more 
than the prospects of a jail sentence 
is a reputation-wrecking notoriety, fol- 
lowed by civil suits to recover losses 
incurred by mismanagement. Such 
suits have already been started, and 
there is nothing more to be accomplish- 
ed by publicity. We have had quite 
enough of the seamy side of New Ha- 
ven. It is time now for constructive 
work. If Elliott gets half of the chance 
that everybody would like to see him 
have, New Haven will be on its feet 
within the next three years. 

Only a short time ago it was pointed 
out in this column how Wells-Fargo’'s 
new management was working to bring 


together the consumer and the pro- 
ducer of foodstuffs. That movement | 
was started partly to offset the loss' 
of business resulting from the parcel 
post and partly to overcome the effects 
of the disclosures of the investigation 
conducted by the interstate commerce 
commission.

This decision left the New York cot- 
ton exchange free to decide upon an 
early date of reopening. 

There was a large attendance at the 
cotton exchange again today, and the 
talk around the floor indicated that 
the action of the Liverpool market 
since the reopening for restricted busi- 
ness yesterday had made a favorable 
impression on sentiment. The English 
spot market was 2 points higher, at 
4.66d, and expetations of an improv- 
ing export demand were encouraged 
by reports that Russia had established 
special credits here which would be 

used largely for the purchase of cot- 
ton. There were also reports from the 
United States embassy at Berlin indi- 
cating that available supplies of cotton 
at Bremen were practically exhausted 
and that prices ranged around 15 to 18 
cents for old crop, with 12 cents or 
better offered for new-crop cotton. De- _ 
cember contracts here sold around 7.55. 
to 7.60 on the curb, and local spot 
brokers said their offers from the 
south indicated continued firmness in 
the interior. 

Practically all necessary signatures 
are now said to have been obtained to 
the corporation-syndicate agreements 
and it was reported on the floor that 
whatever action might be taken by the 
courts with reference to the Pell cot- 
ton, there would be no interference 
with the plans for reopening the ex- 
change, which has not been officially 
announced but ig expected on Novem- 
ber 16, for trading in both old and new 
style contracts. 

New Orleans New Style Contract. 

New Orleans, November 7.—Exports 
of approximately 25,000 bales from 
Galveston excited some comment, as 
did the week’s sales in Liverpool, 55,000 
bales against 66,000 this week last year 
and 59,000 this week two years ago.

Dry Goods. 


New York, November 7.—The steadier tone 
in raw cotton and the slowly improving 
financtal conditions affecting trade have 
caused a further spread of confidence to 
cotton goods values. The dyestuffs difficulty 
is figuring more prominently every week in 
delaying the revision of prices on colored 
cottons of the heavier grades, -as well as 
expected revisions in prints, ginghams, and 
other staple cotton fabrics. Less piece dye- 
ing is going on and stocks of colored goods 
are not being bullt up as they were a 
month or two ago. 

In several directions colored goods lines 
have been withdrawn from the markets 
until the dyestuff supply becomes more cer- 
tain. There has been a larger business 
done on gray cloths for converting, and on 
brown sheetings of some grades. Sales of 
3,000 bales of sheetings for export to Red 
sea ports have helped to instill confidence 
in the ultimate return of a satisfactory 
business from that quarter. 

There is more or less trregular trading 
going on, accordingly as one selling agency 
or another finds it necessary to move goods, 
but on the whole the markets are steadier. 
Outing flannels for the cutting trade have 
been sold moderately well for future de-

Compare Atlanta With Other Cities

of adequate school facilities, because 
of the lack of financial backing and 
apathy on the part of parents in the 
matter of learning the needs of the 
children, according to the report of 
Zenas lL. Potter, of the department of 
surveys and exhibits of the Russell 
Sage Foundation.

inquiry made in June, 1913, and sub- 
mitted to the committee on social sur- 
vey of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, deals with almost every phase 
of the school problems with which the 
school board has been grappling for 
months. The inquiry covered a visit 
to ten schools—three high schools, six 
white grammar and negro gram- 
mar, and partly based on data supplied 
by the board of education and the su- 
perintendent of the school system. 
Bond Schools Praised. 

Schools built with funds from the 
bond issue of 1908 are commended in 
the report, while schools which have 
been in use for years prior to 1908 are 
severely criticised. Classrooms in the 
Boys’ High school are characterized as 
“makeshifts.”’ Some of the negro 
schools are reported as nothing more 
than “dilapidated shanties.” 

No criticism is made of the school 
board or those in charge of the school 
administration. The system, in many 
instances, is arraigned. For instance, 
the report deplores the conditions at 
the Grant Park sehool, where from 100 
to 120 pupils were taught in one 
grade. However, this condition was 
remnedied in white schools since the 
inquiry was made, but the same condl- 
tion applies today in the negro schools, 
upon which the report comments: 

“Inadequacy in equipment 
the negro schools.”

1912, the school census showed 32,149 
to be children between the ages of 6 
and 18—22,031 pbeing whites and 10,- 
118 negroes. Of these totals in 1912, 
the schools enrolled 17,047 white chil- 
dren and 5,924 negroes. Thus, says the 
report, 29 per cent of the school age 
population were not enrolled. The daily 
average attendance at the time the 
inquiry was made was, white, 13,681.23; 
negro, 4,812.7, and to provide facilities 
for these Atlanta supplies thirty-eight 
grammar schools for whites and eleven 
for negroes, also a boys’ high schoo? 
and a girls’ high school, a technical 
high school for boys, and a commercial 
high school for’ girls, five night 
schools. To teach these children the 
city employed 426 teachers. The cur- 
rent expenses of keeping this large 
public service running in 1912 was 
$422,316, of which $350,150 were for 
teachers’ salaries. 

Praise is given the new schools built 
with the bond money; those visited 
complying with the best standards for 
school equipment and_ construction. 
Some of the other buildings were criti- 
cised for their poor construction, over- 
crowding rooms with desks, makeshift 
Classrooms, improvised ventilation, 
artificial lighting facilities, and other 
conditions. 

Conditions at the Girls’ High schoo! 
are said, in the report, to be worse 
than any at any other school where 233 
young girls attended at the time the 
inquiry was made. Overcrowding the 
classrooms is one of the phases crit!- 
cised, particularly crowding girls intp 
a room which was formerly used as a 
kitchen. The Girls’ High school is also 
eonducted in a building unsuited for 
the purpose, says the report. 


Shortcomings Are Noted. 


Other shortcomings in the _ school 
plant pointed to in the report includes 
insufficient supply of maps, charts. 
globes and other graphic helps. The 
report says that these defects are vital 
points in one of the most important 
pieces of social machinery of the com- 
munity. A paragraph of comment on 
the shortcomings of the school system 
says: 

“The future progress and best 
of the city are bound up closely 
efficiency of the public schools, and their 
efficiency is dependent in large measure 
upon the adequacy of the system’s phys!- 
cal equipment. It is difficult to rear a 
superstructure of effective school admin- 
istration and teaching without suitable 
bases of operations. The defects in schoo! 
plant found in so brief an inquiry are. 
therefore, of large significance in showing 
that Atlanta has a problem calling for 
thoroughgoing investigation and construc- 
tive planning.”’ 

In the matter of financial support 
given the public schools, ag com- 
pared with other cities, Atlanta is not 
overburdened, the report says. And 
commenting on the above, the report 
adds: 

“Ba ‘ilities and means to public educa- 
tion can be bought, just as they can in the 
public health or many other fields; and, 
barring the slight qualification that some 
cities get more for their schoo! money than 
others, the amounts paid in support of the 
schools is a fairly good index of the reia- 
tive school opportunities offered.”’

Discourages System. 

The report discourages the system 
of annual promotion, pointing out that 
with children who attend school reg- 
ularly and do good work, it makes lit- 
tle difference whether they are pro- 
moted annually or not, but with the 
child, who loses time through sick- 
ness, yearly promotion results in their 
losing a whole year when they would 
lose but half under some other sys- 
tem. 

On the subject of the school and the 
need of the pupil, the report suggests 
that the most effective way to keep 


children in school is to show them and, 


their parents the practical value of 
education. 

The report commends the English 
Commercial High school and the Tech 
High school, also the evening classes. 

The report deplored the fact that 
Atlanta was alone among twelve cities 
for failure to provide domestic train- 
ing, but since the time the report was 
made this deficiency has been ade- 
quately supplied. 

Industrial work in grades is urged 
in the report as a means of extend- 
ing school resources to children who 
drop out, pointing out that Columbus, 
O.: Memphis, New Haven, Conn.; 
land, Cal.; Paterson, N. J.; Richmond, 
Va.: Syracuse, N. Y., and Toledo, O., 
each provides industrial work in 
grades. 

Need Industrial Training. 

The report deplores the fact that At- 
lanta has failed to provide a system 
of industrial training for the negro 
child. The report also urges provision 
for developing the mentally deficient 
child. The same sort of provision 
should be made for developing the in- 
corrigible. 

The report also commends 
of school yards for playgrounds. It 
urges that work of this character 
should be developed and extended. 

Full time for the school plant is 
urged. The report shows that in 1912 
Atlanta had $1,609,802.57 invested in 
school property from which she is get- 
ting a limited return. It is urged that 
the schools be made social centers for 
study clubs, parents’ 
teachers and parents’ clubs, lectures, 
concerts and other social features. 

Lack of auditoriums in many of the 
schools is characterized as an obstacle 
to the school work. 

Situation Summed Up. 

The report sums up the schoo] situa- 
tion in the following: 

“Finally, to sum up in a few phrases, the 
Atlanta school system may be credited with 
gocd building construction in the new 
schools built with funds from the 1908 
bonds, except for the lack of adequate fire 
Safeguards; with a beginning in evening 
school work; some attention to technical 
and commercial work in the high schools;

Address at_Albany Convention 


The following address was delivered 
by Mrs. T. ©. Parker, state regent of 
Georgia D. A. R., before the recent 
State federation meeting in Albany: 


Federation of Woman’s clubs: 

Why this title and for what 
it stand? 

Federation means an alliance, a 
league, concurrence of opinion, concert- 
ed action. 

Woman is a word that carries on its 
face more than one meaning—charac- 
teristic of the sex, so we're told. 

Long, long ago [I listened to a com- 
Position on “Woman,” which ended by 
saying that woman was man’s supe- 
rior, because the very name spelled 
“double you, oh man.” : 

As you are not all suffragettes, vou 
could hardly be a federation of women 
who believe themselves to be man's 
superior, though you may and doubt- 
less do claim to be his equal. 

Wo-man has an ominous sound to 
the pessimist, whether married or 
bachelor, for he can see nothing but 
woe to the man who comes under the 
influence or control. of woman. 

Happily the pessimists do not pre- 
dominate, and the optimistic. great 
heart of the world looks to woman for 
solace and comfort and happiness. 

The word club means an organized 
body banded together for some specific 
work. 

Therefore a federation of woman’s 
clubs means the united effort of bodies 
of women for the furtherance of work 
along many lines. ates

The Woman's Baptist Missionary 
Union of Georgia will hold its thirty- 
second annual session in Columbus, 
November 10-12. The Woman's Mis- 
sionary union is just what its name 
implies. Women banded together in 
united effort to enlist every woman 
and young person, connected with the 
Baptist churches of the south In service 
for the salvation of the lost. 

Twenty-six years ago in Richmond, 
Va., this organization began, and is 
auxiliary to the Southern Baptist con- 
vention, including in its work, all ob- 
jects fostered by this great body. The 
purpose of the organization was to 
concentrate woman’s especial _ influ- 
ence, and by sympathy, prayer, labor 
and contribution to band with her sis- 
ters in grasping the possibilities of the 
hour, and succeed in giving the Bread 
of Life to the mperishing. Missionary 
desire follows woman as naturally as 
the waters flew to the sea; ever since 
the time when the Lord placed the 
seal of approval upon her service, 
when He said to her who first saw 
Him at the resurrection, “Go tell my 
disciples and Peter I am risen,” thus 
making her the first divinely appointed 
missionary. The union’s headquarters 
are at 15 West ‘Franklin street, Balti- 
more, and the work is so thoroughly 
organized, and systematised, that every 
society in the eighteen states are di- 
rectly under its care. In each state 
the Woman's Missionary society, wid- 
ens into associational unions, then 
state unions, and finally merges into 
the Southern Baptist union.

The dem- 
ocratic party went before the people in the 
latest election with a completed tariff record, 
and the indorsement given the party is con- 
clusive indication that the country does not 
now want that record reopened. 

But there is one theme that will, in all 
present probability, be the overshadowing 
subject of legislative consideration by con- 
gress for the next two years. That is our 
commerce, and the innumerable and intri- 
cate problems that are related to its exten- 
sion. The house committee that handles 
this vital topic is the committee on inter- 
state commerce. It passed upon all legisla- 
tion for the Panama canal. It is certain 
that most of the cardinal legislation of the 
new congress, aside from appropriations, 
with which congress is to be confronted, will 
go through the mill of this committee. 

The chairman of the interstate commerce 
committee is W. C. Adamson. He has 
demonstrated signal capacity for leadership, 
and for the fine. qualities of diplomacy 
which will be indispensable with the shrunk- 
en house majority. He has true statesman- 
ship and long service, being the patriarch 
of the Georgia delegation. He would handle 
well the duties to be given over by Oscar 
Underwood. All Georgia would rejoice in 
his elevation. Enjoying the confidence and 
esteem of the president, he would admirably 
steer the house through what promises to be 
an exacting session.

Editor Constitution: Next to preaching 
the gospel, the man who does the most 
for the building of good roads will do the 
most for the religious and educational ad- 
vancement of a country.

In this day, where some 
sections In all towns and cities have some 
good roads or streets, a man is doing his 
family an injury, if he can possibly avoid 
it, when he keeps them in a section which 
will not build modern highways, for these 
highways open the avenue to a higher and 
broader and richer life for his wife and chil- 
dren. The conveniences and comforts of city 
life, especially paved streets, in contrast 
with the deep mire of muddy roads, have 
been compelling factors which, like great 
magnets, have drawn the true steel of strong 
men and women away from the country to 
the city. Other factors have entered ‘into 
the situation, it is true, but had there been 
no other influence at work men would still 
have sought to give their families the ad- 
vantages of well-paved streets which lead 
to churches and schools and business op- 
pty Sone ee social intercourse.

The General Conditions. 

The institute met, however, wien 
tions are not favorable. In the first 
the United States Steel corporation found it 
expedient, if not imperative, to reduce the 
dividend upon the common stock from an 
annual rate of 5 per cent to 2 per cent. It 
was known in commercial circles that there 
been recently heavy sales of the com- 
mon stock of this corporation as a conse- 
quence of the depressing domestic business 
conditions in the iron and steel trade. In 
the next place, there was the somewhat 
perilous cotton situation in the south which 
was created in August, and every important 
executive in all the American industries en- 
gaged in iron and steel production Knows 
well how vital to the whole country and how 
necessary to the iron and steel business is 
the marketing of a cotton crop with reason- 
able profits to the cotton planters. 

In the next place, the Huropean war had 
seriously affected the iron and steel export, 
excepting those commodities associated with 
arms, munitions and equipments of war into 
which iron and steel enter. In addition, the 
international and to a considerable extent 
the domestic money markets were in con- 
fusion at the time the institute met, al- 
though there began to be heard reasonable 
promises of relief. 

Judge Gary’s Address. 

Nevertheless. in spite of this somewhat 
gloomy condition, so far as the iron and steel 
industry is concerned, the meeting of the in- 
stitute at Birmingham furnished some Val- 
uable, because encouraging discussions 
and communications. The address of Judge 
Gary, who is president of the American Iron 
and Steel institute, reflected an undercurrent 
of reasonable hope, and, as Judge Gary is 
known to be cautious, not oversanguine in 
prediction, although not always an optimist, 
his remarks, it is understood, stimulated a 
good deal of the hope and encouragement 
which he himself expressed. 

A few days before the institute met, Wil- 
lard Straight delivered an address before a 
commercial body at Chicago. He is esteemed 
one of the leading experts in the United 
States upon subjects of international trade 
from governmental points of view, as well 
as international finance. He was for a time 
trusted counsellor for China, and shortly be- 
fore the downfall of the imperial dynasty 
of China he had to work out for that gov- 
ernment a plan which would facilitate the 
change of China's fiscal policy so that the 
gold basis could be established. He had also 
practically perfected negotiations for a loan 
in the United States to China for $59,000,000, 
which was to be exclusively used in facil- 
itating the change in China from the silver 
to the gold basis. 

In a Chicago address, Mr. Straight spoke 
at some length and considerable detail of the 
opportunities which now await the United 
States, and of the methods we must adopt if 
we are to avail ourselves of these oppor- 
tunities. Among these methods is financial 
assistance in the form of loans made by the 
bankers of the United States to other gvuv- 
ernments than our own, espectally South 
America and possibly the Far East. 

Mr. Straight’s address was delivered at 
an opportune moment, for the members of 
the Iron and Steel institute went to Bir- 
mingham having in mind many of. the things 
Mr. Straight said. The address was supple- 
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magnitude | 
and influence with the larger ones of other | 
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mented in an adequate manner, fn the view 
of the members of the institute, by the ad- 
dress of Judge Gary. These two addresses, if 
they were printed in pamphlet form under 
one cover and were given wide circulation, 
would be of value, in the opinion of those 
in this city who have read them, in instruct- 
ing the people of the United States as to 
their present opportunities. 

Judge Gary in his fundamental thought 
did not differ at all from Mr. Straight, for 


| he asserted that the productive capacity in 


the United States is something which when 
carefully considered almost staggers the im- 
agination. As was pointed out by David A. 
Wells at the time of the civil war, the nat- 
ural resources of the United States and the 
capacitv of the people to develop them fur- 
nish the means for yearly increase in wealth 
greater than any other nation of the world 
can gain. It is its capacity for production 
and still utilizing our natural resources upon 
which Mr. Straight relied in some part as 
the basis for his argument that we can, if 
we will, now seize our opportunities, doing 
that in the long run not to the detriment of 
other nations, but to their advantage as 
well as our own. Judge Gary said practicallv 
the same thing. But he believed, and Mr. 
Straight does, that it is essential that we get 
out of what he calls the “ruts of antagonism, 
inconsistency and individual indifference to 
the rights and interests of others,” influ- 
ences which he says have prevented natural 
and healthful progress in the United States. 
There is no reason, in his opinion, why the 
United States may not become in the course 
of a few years the leading country of the 
world. 

Judge Gary ventured to say something of 
which Mr. Straight gave only a vague inti- 
ration, for the members of the Iron and 
Steel institute were told bluntly by him that 
the enormous cost and the long-continued 
suffering entailed upon those who are sur- 
vivors of the battles, even upon the victors, 
will not be fully covered in any success or 
by any indemnity. This means, of course, 
that the world is to be occupied for a long 
time after the war is ended in rebuilding 
prostrate industries, in convalescing and re- 
establishing normal conditions, and it ig te 
be among the chief opportunities of the 
United States that we are to play the chief 
part im assisting the nations now at war 
in their recovery.

top. Describing these scenes, Judge 
Harris once, in an address delivered at 
the general reunion of the confederate 
veterans in Louisville, Ky., June 15. 
1905, used these words: 

“I look back upon the horrors of 
those days in my own native state 
with a shrinking at heart that has 
never been lessened by the lapse of 
time. A father’s grave rises out of 
the mist, a victim to the burning 
hate began to

and malice that 
sluice itself on the southern people 
as soon as the soldiers were turned 
loose. I have slept on high emi- 
nences “uring this time in order 
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that I might watch for scouring 
search parties who were shooting 
down in cold blood every man that 
wore the southern uniform—and 
for no other reason. I have seen 
the horizon lit up at night with the 
burning houses of my friends, 
whose only offense was that they 
had been soldiers in the confeder- 
ate army. A darker, more horrible 
record of suffering, of misery, of 
sorrow, of rapine and murder never 
was known on earth than what the 
rebels, so-called, jpassed through in 
east Tennessee following the close 
of hostilities.’ 
This persecution 
best families in east Tennessee. 
Among those who found a home in 
Georgia were the Inmans, the Austells, 
the Wilsons and many others. They 
have all prospered in their exile, and 
aided in the upbuilding of their adopt- 
ed state. 

Judge Harris’ father was indicted in 
the federal and. state courts for trea- 
son, on account of the activity which 
he had shown in taking Tennessee out 
of the union. The homestead was vis- 
ited many times by raiding parties of 
union soldiers who came to kill and to 
burn. Dr. Harris took refuge among 
some of the union sympathizers who 
tried to protect him for awhile, and 
then finally came to Georgie to es- 
cape the horrors of the situation. He 
stopped at the home of a kinsman 
near Kingston, Ga., where he died 
within about thirty days after reach- 
ing the state, and is buried on the line 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
just above this town. The family 
reached his bedside three or four days 
before he breathed his last, and his 
son closed his eyes in the last sleep. 


A UNIVERSITY GRADUATE. 

Judge Harris rented some land at 
Pine Log, in Bartow county, near the 
village of “Possum Trot,” close to the 
place where Mrs. Corra Harris, the au- 
thoress, has now built a magnificent 
residence. Here he farmed for three

his mother and the other ten children, 
and keep the wolf from the door. He 
finally borrowed the money to go to 
college from Alexander H. Stephens, 
who had been in congress with his kin 
people, entered the University of Geor- 
gia at Athens in the fall of 1867, and 
graduated with the first honors of his 
class in 1870. 

After graduating he came to Sparta, 
Ga. where he taught 
Judge Linton Stephens, and studied 
law under that distinguished jurist. 

When he first came to Sparta he es- 
tablished The Hancock Sentinel in con- 
nection with A. Miller DuBose. The 
newspaper was afterwards combined 
with The Times and Planter, which 
paper Judge Harris edited for some 
time in connection with Judge F. L. 
Little, of Sparta, G2. 

The Times and Planter was succeed- 
ed by The Ishmaelite, owned and ed- 
ited by Sid Lewis. 

In October, 1872, Judge Harris was 
admitted to the bar, and in February, 
1873. married Fannie T. Burke, daugh- 
ter of Rev.. John W. Burke, a promi- 
nent publisher and business man of 
Macon, Ga. In June of that year he 
came to Macon and entered into a part- 
nership in the practice of law with 
Walter B. Hill, which partnership con- 
tinued for twenty-seven years, till Mr. 
Hill became chancellor of the univer- 
sity. 

LEGISLATIVE SERVICE. 

In the year 1882 Judge Harris was 
elected to the lower house of the legis- 
lature from Bibb county and was re- 
turned to the same body in 1884. In 
1894 he was elected senator from the 
twenty-second district, serving for 
two years. 

While a member of the lower house 

introduced the bill for the estab- 
lishment of the Technological school, 
which was afterwards passed and the 
school located in Atlanta. He has 
been chairman of the board of trus- 
tees of this school since January 1, 
1886. He was also chairman of the 
redistricting committee at the session 
of 1882-83 and in spite of great op- 
position carried the bill through as 
the com tee had recommended. 

In his subsequent term beginning in 
1884 he was chairman of the finance 
committee and there fell upon him the 
duty of perfecting and passing the 
legislation necessary to refund the 
state debt that became due during his 
term of office, amounting to some $3,- 
600,000. The refunding of these bonds 
was carried to a successful issue un-

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adverse circumstances 
that the state has ever met in its his- 
tory. It had lost its credit by reason 
of the repudiation of the reconstruc- 
tion debts, and all the great avenues 
for negotiating bonds were closed to 
it. It was only by the most diligent 
work that was ever done in the state's 
financial history—by Governor Mc- 
Daniel and those who were assisting 
him—that the bonds were finally 
placed and the debt taken up. Itisa 
notable fact that these bonds fall due 
on July 1, 1915, during Judge Harris’ 
term of office, and it is certain that 
there will be no very favorable cir- 
cumstances to aid in the negotiation 
of the new issue if the present situa- 
tion continues. 

SERVICES IN THE SENATE. 

During his service in the senate he 
was chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee and faithfully supported the ad- 
ministration of Governor Atkinson, do- 
ing what he could to make that ad- 
ministration a success. 

In the spring of 1898 he lost his wife, 
who died, leaving him six children— 
Mrs. Carrie E. Hazlehurst, General 
Welter A. Harris, Mrs. Fannie B. Wal- 
lace, now of Marietta, Ga.; John B. 
Harris and David W. Harris. The sec- 
ond son, Nat E. Harris, Jr., died in 
190%. All the surviving children are 
now of age. 

His last wife was Hattie Gibson Jobe, 
daughter of Dr. Abram Jobe, a distin- 
guished physician and surgeon of Car- 
ter county, Tennessee, the family phy- 
sician of President Andrew Johnson, 
and well known throughout upper east 
Tennessee as a successful and skill- 
ful member of the medical profession. 
No children have been born of this 
marriage. 

The present Mrs. Harris, who is a 
little woman of beautiful character and 
many charms, accompanied the judge 
in the latter part of his campaign, and 
made quite a success of her itinerary, 
it being laughingly said that what 
votes the judge did not capture by 
his eloquence, she secured by her win- 
ning ways and spirited conversation. 

Judge Harris served for about six 
months on the bench of the superior 
courts of the Macon circuit, having re- 
ceived his appointment from Governor 
Joseph M. Brown to fill the vacancy 
eaused by the resignation of Judge 
W. H. Felton. This position Judge 
Harris resigned in favor of the Hon. H, 
A. Mathews on October 1, 1912.

“We desire to call your attention 
the question of the ‘home label’ or 
patronizing of home industry. 

“Do you demand Atlanta-made zoods 
when you buy? If not, you should, 
because every time you buy an At- 
lanta-made article, you give just that 
much more work to Atlanta men and 
women. Suppose, for instance, we sold 
only half of the amount of candies and 
crackers we do; then half of you would 
not have work in our factory. Now 
suppose we sold twice as much as we 
do; we could give you more work, pay 
you larger waxes and give work to 259 
more of your friends and families. 

“Now, in order to benefit yourself 

fellow-citizens, won’t you make 

a habit to insist on Atlanta-made 
roods when you purchase’ clothes, 
neckties, suspenders, food products, 
crackers, cakes, candies, etce.?* Tell 
your grocer if he wants your trade 
he must handle Atlanta-made goods, or 
you will trade with some grocer who2 
does. 

“Talk with your family and friends 
and get them all interested in this im- 
portant matter and get them to talk 
to their grocers about .it. 

“When you go to make your pur- 
chases Saturday, and every other day, 
insist on having Atlanta-made goods. 
You will soon see how many idle peo- 
ple will have work and how much 
higher ‘wages will be paid by all fac- 
tories. Why should you send your 
money to Chicago, New York, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, ete., to go into the pockets 
of lot of foreten labor? 

“We are working 100 people less 
now than we were at this time last 
year. The fact that we are workinz 
fewer people gives less work to the 
wooden box factories, the paper box 
factories and the printing establish- 
ments, and it really means that when 
we are working short 150 people, 154 
other people are out of work. 

“If you and your friends and 
friends would think of this as you 
go along, and not buy goods made at 
far distant points, we could keep 
everybody in Atlanta busv.’’

Help to Richmond’s Cot- 
ton Loan Fund.

“A live demand exists for cotton to- 
day at 7 to 7% cents that was unknown 
last week, when cotton had no friends 
at 6 cents,” said N. K. Smith, represen- 
tative of the Stephen Putney Shoe Co., 
Saturday. “National banKs have been 
hoarding money, advancing interest 
rates and refusing loans. They have 
been a big factor in ‘business depres- 
sion. Very soon now this will be re- 
lieved, not by their help, but in spite 
of them. I would not be surprised to 
see the rate of interest drop in Geor- 
gia from the bankers’ rate of 8, 19, 
and 12 per cent to 6 per cent, which 
is enough, same as the legal rate in 
North Carolina and Virginia.’ 

Mr. Smith’s shoe company, the Steph- 
en Putney, was one of the largest sub- 
scribers among commercial firms to the 
cotton loan fund in Richmond, being 
raised a few days ago. This shoe house 
subscribed $15,000, thus showing its 
great interest in the south and in boost- 
ing cotton. 

In two days’ time Richmond sub- 
scribed $608,000 to this fund and the 
committee having- the matter in charge 
sent out the followin letter: 

“The banks of Richmond and a 
small number of commercial firms sub- 
scribed $608,000 to the local cotton 
fund. Richmond should bring her sub- 
scription up to $800,000 today, so0 as 
to stimulate the north and the west to 
subscribe. The settling of the cotton 
question means collections and new 
business. Certificates will bear 6 per 
and be secure by ware- 
house receipts for cotton at 6 cents per 
pound, basis for loan.”

If, for any cause whatever, even at 
noontime it is necessary to stop work, 
place a joint across the road, and com- 
plete the work to this joint. When this 
lg not done, an irregular line of weak- 
ness is formed where batches join, and 
cracks are likely to develop. 

Forms along the sides of the road 
are desirable not only to confine the 
concrete and to fix lines and grades, 
but are the most available tracks to 
support bridges from which the finish- 
ers may work. With this weight on 
them, it is necessary to make them 
substantial and to stake them secure- 
ly. Curbs along the sides of a street 
serve the same purpose. By using a 
templet, cut to the proper curve of the 
crown and resting on the side forms, a 
wavy roaaway, so objectionable to the 
automobilist, is avoided. 

All laborers must be kept off ihe 
concrete after it is once in place. Al- 
though footprints can be worked out, 
dirt from shoes is likely to spoil the 
proper bond between the materials. By 
the use of a bridge all need of track- 
ing on the concrete 1s avoided. 

Expansion joints along the edges of 
the pavement prevent the displacement 
of the curb. Straight cuts across the 
street perpendicular to the center line, 
or at an angle of 60 degrees, and lo- 
cated at proper intervals, prevent un- 
sightly contraction cracks, These 
joints will not wear down if the edges 
are protected.

Ohio’s First Hard Road. 

The earliest concrete pavement of 
recofd was laid in Bellefantaine, Ohio. 
in 1893-4. There has been an expendi- 
ture for maintenance and repairs on 
this street of about 1-4 of a cent per 
square yard per year during the first 
twenty years of use. The surface of 
this pavement was scored to imitate 
the joints in a brick or block pave- 
ment, the idea being that this scoring 
was necessary to prevent the sur‘ace 
from being slippery. Today this pave- 
ment is in excellent «ondition with the 
exception of a few grooves worn in 
the longitudinal joints.

Construction Cost Low.

Recently there have been numerous 
newcomers here from the west, and 
several who have traveled all over the 
country, and all say, unhesitatingly, 
that the claim is a just one. 
Tucker Did It. 

It is to Mr. Tucker, most of all, that 
this fame is due, though the good 
work was started by Mr. Callahan 
some years ago. Decatur roads then, 
in common with most south Georgia 
highways, were a joke, and the people 
generally rather resented the attempts 
to make them better, looking on it as 
a useless extravagance to please the 
few autoists then in the towns. But 
now every man in old Decatur is as 
proud of the roads as of her climate 
and progress generally. 

It was Mr. Tucker who first got 
away from the idea that four inches 
were enough to give to the top layer 
or surface of a road. He has always 
been a believer in the efficiency of the 
sand-clay type for this part of the 
country, but he soon found that a thin 
surface was too apt to wear, and he 
began experimenting until today every 
road he builds has a wearing surface 
15 inches thick—and that means the 
road is good for ten years or more of 
wear, just how many times has not 
yet been demonstrated here. 

Another thing that Mr. Tucker has 
worked out has been the fact that no 
road can be “mixed” with the same 
roportions of sand and clay. The 
evel stretches require one mixture, the 
hilltops another, while still a third is 
necessary for the bottoms. So he 
strikes an average for ordinary wear 
on the levels, puts more clay into the 
hilltops because they shed water 
quickest, and putshis heaviest propor- 
tion of sand in the bottoms, where 
moisture remains longest. And when 
he has a road complete it is of one 
consistency throughout its length. 
The hills are not slippery, the bot- 
toms boggy nor the levels anything 
but velvet-topped boulevards. 

The Exhibit. 

The exhibit at the show comprises 
sections of one of the worst sections 
of road in the county—at least it used 
to be, while now it is of the best. The 
average was highly sandy; there was 
a great hill through Fuller's earth that 
in rainy weather was a quagmire, 
while shortly further on there was a 
swamp bottom that was always wet 
and boggy. It is what is known as the 
Attapulgus-Quiney road, and when Mr. 
Tucker soughttochange it, there were 
sundry shakings of heads and free 
predictions thatit would bankrupt the 
county to make it any sort of a good 
road. Well, today the county is re- 
ducing the tax rate, and this is con- 
sidered’ the model road for difficult 
places. 

Where, in the old days, it took four 
mules to haul six sacks of guano up 
the hill, and where motor cars were 
considered classy if they got through 
‘on low,” two mules now pull 2,000 
pounds with ease, and the auto that 
eannot make the crest on high is 
laughed out as an antique. The grade 
that was then 12.5 per cent is now 4.25. 
And the change was effected by the 
materials at hand. It was the first 
big victory of “the sand wizard.” In 
the bottom he took the natural muck 
and put the sand to it until he had a 
mixture that was almost impervious 
to moisture. Then he applied a modi- 
cum ef clay and the road was good. 
On thé hill he took Fuller’s earth and 
put the sand to it, but in different 
proportion, and so with the level 
stretch. This established his reputa- 
tion as a man who knew what to do 
with sand and -clay, and today Mr. 
Tucker is czar when it comes to De- 
eatur county road affairs. 

Mr. Tucker, in a few years, has built 
nearly a thousand miles of excellent 
roads of the sand-clay type. All are 32 
feet wide and are without a crown. 
He believes in the flat surface, and he 
makes all alike, simply changing the 
amount of sand he uses. 

When the congress was announced 
one of the commissioners’ said to him, 
“T wish we could take a piece of this 
road to Atlanta and see what those 
fellows there think of it.”” “Nothing 
easier.” gaid Mr. Tucker, and he dug 
up a stretch of the level of the once 
boggy bottom and of the Fuller earth 
crowned-top. These cross sections 
comprise the exhibit, together with 
the materials of which they are com- 
posed, shown in their raw state.

FOR A FINISH FIGHT. 


Napoleon had been riding over the 
field all day and watching the position 
the allies. From the hills behind 
he had posted most of his 75,- 
men he looked across a plain to 
encampment of the enémy two 
in front of Austerlitz on the 
banks of a little river that flows te 
the west of the town. 

Out of the plain between the two 
armies rose the big, steep hill of Prat- 
zen, Which any general in Edrope ex- 
cept Napoleon would have seized upon 
an admirable position to defend. 
But he had come to Moravia to destroy 
an army, not to hold a hill. 

He left the hill, therefore, without a 
man on it in order that the allies 
might not be diverted from their nicely 
laid plans. He could have delivered 
“only an ordinary battle” from the 
hights of Pratzen, he informed those 
marshals who were surprised to see 
him neglect the tempting opportunity 
the hill offered him for the posting of 
troops and artillery. 

An “ordinary battle’ would necessa- 
rily have meant another battle after- 
wards, and to Napoleon a war was not 
a series of sparring matches, On the 
contrary, he went into every battle 


the 


as 


with the purpose of fighting to a finish, 
and he meant now to end the war with 
one staggering blow over the heart of 
his foe. “Whatever they may say, be- 
lieve me,” so ran a maxim to which he 
remained faithful, “a man fights with 
cannon as with his fists.’’ 

Even while he gazed at the plain, he 
saw the left wing of the allied army 
pushing all the time toward the south- 
erly foot of the hill, and he remarked 
in @ tone quite rejoicing: “Before to- 
morrow night that army will be mine.” 
It was beginning the operation which 
would expose its heart to his blow. 

When he gat down to-eat his dinner 
in the warmth of the bivouac fire, he 
called his corps commanders about him 
and gave them a detailed schedule of 
their movements the next morning. He 
had already sent off a courier to Tal- 
leyrand at Vienna, requesting the min- 
ister to dispatch word to Paris that he 
was bivouacking in the midst of his 
grenadiers and writing on his Knee, but 
he abjured him not to speak of the im- 
pending engagement, “for that would 
disquiet my wife too much.” 


HIS PLEDGE TO HIS SOLDIERS. 

So clearly did he foresee the charac- 
ter of the battle, he took his entire 
army into his confidence and in his 
proclamation, which was read at the 
head of every battalion, he made this 
extraordinary announcement: “We oc- 
cupy a formidable position, and while 
the Russians and Austrians are march- 
ing to turn my right wing, their flank 
will lie open to us.” 

This comradic frankness was fol- 
lowed in the proclamation by a remark- 
able pledge. Most commanders, when 
seeking to inspire their men, promise 
to share their perils. Napoleon adopted 
the other course and appealed to his 
soldiers to be his shield, his protectors 
from danger. This bulletin is docu- 
mentary evidence of the affection and 
loyalty in which the grand army held 
its commander-in-chief. 

“Soldiers, I, myself, will direct all 
your battalions. If with your accus- 
tomed bravery you carry disorder and 
confusion into the enemy’s ranks I 
shall hold myself distant from the fire. 
But should victory for a moment seem 
doubtful, you shall see your emperor 
expose himself to the foremost 
strokes. 


A BUSY NIGHT. 

A very dark night fell upon the field. 
Through the hazy mist Napoleon saw 
the enemy’s lights gleaming dimly; but 
he had the French fires put out in order 
that his position might not be dis- 
closed. His bivouac had been set up 
on a hill not far from the high road, 
between Brunn and Austerlitz and five 
miles from the headquarters of the al- 
lies. That imperial habitation was 
only a miserable hut made of straw 
and the limbs of trees, with a hole in 
the roof to let the smoke ascend 
from the fire—it was a cold first of 
December. 

After a brief sleep in the evening, the 
emperor rose to take one more view 
of his own lines and those of his foe. 
As he walked past his silent army, one 


of his escorts lighted his way with a 
torch. The sentries seeing his face 
in the flickering glare raised a cry of 
“Vive l’Emperor,” which ran through 
the camp and roused the sleeping sol- 
diers from their dreams of la Belle 
France. As they struggled to their 
feet and shook themselves awake, they 
pulled the straw from their beds on 
the frozen ground and lighting it, tens 
of thousands of torches soon were flar- 
ing in the inky blackness of the night, 
while the thunderous cheers of the 
grand army rolled among the hills. 


A TORCH PAPADE. 


The sudden burs* of flame and shout- 
ing roused the Russians and Austrians 
and some of their chiefs were alarmed 
anew lest the demonstrations were a 
ruse to cover the retreat of the French. 
But the army was really celebrating 
Napoleon's coronation. Someone had 
passed the word that it was the night 
before the anniversary; the empire was 
one year old and its defenders, while 
they pranced about the emperor, joined 
in a joyous celebration of its first 
birthday. 

In their jubilation, they forgot their 
hunger, for nothing but bread had been 
issued in forty-eight hours, one huge 
loaf for every eight men. Napoleon, 
seeing potatoes roasting in a fire, 
stooped over and picked one of them 
out. As he ate it he asked a grena- 
dier between bites, “How do you like 
these pigeons?” “Humph,” the man re- 
plied, “they are better than nothing, 
but too much like Lenten food.” “Well, 
old man,” the emperor promised, “help 
me to dislodge those rascals over there 
and we will have a Mardi Gras at Vi- 
enna.” 

A grenadier came up and said, “Sire, 
thon hast no need to expose thyself. 
I promise thee in the name of the 
grenadiers that thou shalt have to fight 
but with thine eyes and that we will 
bring thee tomorrow the flags and the 
guns of the Russians to celebrate the 
anniversary of thy crowning.’ As Na- 
poleon returned to his hut on the hill 
he exclaimed, “This is the finest night 
of my life!” 

A BROKEN SLEEP. . 

While he was in his second sleep, 
General Savary entered the bivouac at 
1 o'clock and shook him by the shoul- 
der. The Russians were advancing still 
farther toward the right wing of the 
French. Napoleon was quickly on the 
white back of “Marengo” and gallep- 
ing through the night. Having satis- 
fied himself that there was no danger 
of an attack before daylight, he re- 
turned to his bivouac, where Constant, 
his valet, again wrapped him up on 
his straw bed, while his suite drew 
their cloaks about them and fiung 
themselves on the ground by the fire in 
front of the hut. 

At 4 o'clock he was awake again 
and calling for a drink of punch. Con- 
stant says he would have given the 
whole Austrian empire for another 
hour of sleep, but he rose and brewed 
the punch, after which he dressed the 
emperor, putting on him the familiar 
gray overcoat, 


THE SUN OF AUSTERLITZ. 

The day of Austerlitz had broken 
cold and gloomy, with the two armies 
lost in a thick fog. The grand army 
received its rations of soup and brandy, 
and: the tumult of tens of thousands of 
troops of three empires, with their 
horses and wagons and artillery, soon 
filled the air as they blindly moved 
forward over the frosted white earth 
without seeing where they were going. 

When, however, the marshals had 
gathered behind Napoleon, a flush 
spread over the Carpathian horizon and 
soon the sun—‘the sun of Austerlitz’’— 
shone upon them from the blue sky. 
As he stood on the brow of the hill 
in advance of his suite and alone, he 
eagerly watched the Russians emerg- 
ing from a bank of fog and disappear- 
ing in another as they descended into 
a deep hollow beyond the farther slopes 
of Pratzen. They were so near him 
that without lifting his fleld glass he 
could distinguish the cavalty from the 
infantry. 

His forecast of the battle was being 
verified, and to some passing regiments 
he exultantly shouted in his rich, full 
tones, which*sent a thrill through the 
ranks: “Soldiers, we must finish this 
campaign with a thunderclip that shall 
confound the pride of our enemies!” 
The response was a lusty roar of “Vive 
Emperor!” as the men lifted their 
hats on their bayonets. 

Just then two men riding in front 
of a party of horsemen galloped along 
the road toward the village of Pratzen, 
near the foot of the big hill, one in 
a black uniform with a white plume 
and a chestnut horse, the other in a 
white uniform on a black horse. They 
were the allied emperors, who had de- 
scended upon the fleld from their hill 
of observation close to the town of 
Austerlitz to see for themselves the 
cause of a great confusion’ among 
their troops. The presence of théir 
majesties and the commands they gave 
stirred a tardy movement to occupy 
the still bare heights of Pratzen. 


WAITING TO SPRING THE TRAP. 

As Napoleon saw the Russians climb- 
ing the hill, he turned tin his saddle 
and, breaking a long silence, quietly 
inquired, “Marshal Soult, how much 
time will you require to reach the 
heights of Pratzen?’ “Less than twen- 
ty minutes, sire,” Soult replied. “My 
troops are ready at the bottom of the 
valley and covered with fog and the 
bivouac smoke so that the enemy can- 
not see them.” 

After a moment’s calculation, Na- 
poleon said, “In that case, let us wait 
a quarter of an hour more.” The 
longer he permitted the allies to go 
on with the movements that were 
weakening their center, the more he 
would profit by their mistake. They 
were embarked in a family operation 
and it was not for him to show them 
their error too soon. 

Already he heard the echoes of heavy 
musketry firing from the direction of 
his threatened right wing, where Mar- 
shal Davoust was struggling by a 
brook to check the advance of 30,000 
Russians and Austrians. Meanwhile 
the line of the allied center grew thin- 
ner and thinner and gaps had begun to 
appear in it here and there, for other 
thousands had been detached to assail 
the French left along the Brunn road. 

It was not far from 9 o'clock when 
Napoleon decided that the time had 
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come when he must let the allies see 
their mistake. He had drawn off fhe 
glove from his white, feminine fight 
hand, and now waving it toward Prat- 
zen, he gave the order to stofm the 
heights. Soult’s fozg-wrapped bgttalions 
burst out of the valley at the western 
foot of the hill and racing wp the steep 
slope in overwhelming numbérs, spread 
panic among its Russian defgnders, who 
had only just toiled up the apposite 
side. The czar’s green lines were quick- 
ly steadied by reinforcements, but Soult 
had twenty more battalions at his heels 
and it was not long until the Russians 
were tumbled dewn the hill in a de- 
moralized mob, abandoning their can- 
non where they were stalled in the mud 
of the thawing earth. 


The French were masters of the 
heights of Pratszen, the Gibraltar of 
the field. Napoleon himself now moved 
nearer the disgarnished center of the 
enemy, amd as he passed Soult he lean- 
ed over, and, stretching out his arm 
to embrace him, exclaimed, “My dear 
marshal, you are the best tactician in 
Europe!”

THE BLOW ON THE HEART. 


The firing line of the allies was flung 
out seven miles in length, when, not far 
from noon, Napoleon began to make a 
deadly lunge at the enemy’s weakened 
heart, the derfuded center. The shock 
of the. onset fell upon a picturesque 
little village along the line of the rail- 
road that now crosses the battlefield on 
its way from Brunn toward Hungary. 
There Prince Murat and Marshal Ber- 
nadotte faced the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine of Russia and there the flower of 
the martial youth of three empires 
fought. 

The imperial guard of France, the 
Noble guard of Russia and the Cheva- 
lier guards of Austria rolled back and 
forth over the field in the murderous 
fury of a hand-to-hand combat, a 
French guvardsman, shrieking as he 
savagely ran his saber through a young 
Russian guardsman, “We will give the 
ladies of St. Petersburg something to 
cry for.” After thhorrible sacrifices, the 
remnant of the Noble and the Cheva- 
lier guards fled before the Gallic fury, 
and Murat raced up to*the very gate of 
Austerlitz. 


As the Grand Duke Constantine took } 


flight from the lost field a Mameluke 
pursued him so hotly that the grand 
duke had to turn to beat him off. Only 
when a shot from Constantine had fell- 
ed the horse of his pursuer could he 
make good his escape. 

In the front ranks of the retreating 
soldiers, two men spurred their horses 
over a ditch, one wearing a white 
feather, the other a white uniform. 
They were the defeated emperors. The 
czar, who a few hours before was rosy 
with youth and confidence, now was 
pale, hollow cheeked and sunken-eyed; 
but. Francis, who had been beaten so 
oftern by Napoleon, better concealed his 
agony. 

The fatal blow had been delivered 
and had left an ugly gap three miles 
wide between the right and the left 
wings of the allies. The army of the 
two emperors was hopelessly cut in 
two. 

Napoleon, seated on “Marengo,” be. 
side a little white chapel that stil) 
look# out upon the battle ground from 
a fir-crowned height, was viewing the 
havoc he had wrought when Gen. Rapp 
dashed up, dripping with blood, a Rus- 
sian prince as his prisoner and his es- 


cort bearing aloft many captured flags. 
The Mameluke, baffled of his grand 
ducal prey, came at the same time to 
explain his failure te catch Constan- 
tine and bring his head to the emperor, 
while a wounded chasseur bearing a 
Russian standard presented himself 
and proudly stood at attention for a 
moment before falling dead at Napo- 
leon’s feet. The emperor ordered 
Gerard, the celebrated artist, to be cer- 
tain to include the chasseur and the 
Mameluke as well as Rapp in his fa- 
mous picture of that moment of tri- 
umpa. 


“FIRE ON THE ICE.” | 

Meanwhile Soult had whirled to the 
aid of Davout, who was holding back 
the allies in their struggle to get 
around the French right and Van- 
damme had come in behind them. The 
roar of the artillery now shook the 
hills about them. The streets of the 
little village which had been taken 
and retaken in the desperate fighting 
were choked with the dead and wound- 
ed, whose bodies had become a barri- 
cade against the advance of the allies. 

Turning to flee from Davout and 
Soult in front of th the Russians 
and <Austerlitz found Vandamme in 
their rear, with the gune of Pratzen 
blazing at them on one side and ponds 
and marshes hemming them in on the 
other. They were caught in a cage 
and only hurled themselves against its 
iron bars. Batteries were abandoned in 
a wild flight, and while some Rus- 
sians did succeed in cutting their way 
through to Austeriltz, many thousands 
fled across the frozen ponds. They 
tried to drag their artillery after them, 
but the ice gave way under its weight, 
and they left everything behind to.save 
themselves. 

“Fire upon those masses,”’ Napoleon 
commanded as he saw the Russians 
making good their escape; “they must 
be drowned. Fire upon the ice!’ But 
the balls from the artillery on the side 
of Pratzen rolled harmlessly upon the 
frozen surface until some light howit- 
gers were elevated and opened an al- 
most perpendicular fire. The _ ice 
cracked under this assault and perhaps 
2000 of the Russiang disappeared bde- 
neath It. 

As they went down they ceased to 
be enemies in arms and became friends 
in need. With the quick reaction char- 
acteristic of warfare, the French turned 
rescuers, Marbot winning special] praise 
from Napoleon by swimming out to a 
floe on which a Russian officer was 


floating. 


A NIGHT OF VICTORY. 

Night fel) like a drop curtain on the 
theater of the battle. A gentile snow 
was covering with its mantle the un- 
counted slain or the field of Auster- 
lits when Napoleon made his way 
among the dead on his usual visit to 
the wounded in the wretched hospitals. 
He had lost probably 10,000 killed and 
wounded and the allies 25,000. La 
Jeune, an aid de camp, while crossing 
the field five days after the battle, 
came upon fourteen Russians, who, 
wounded and left on the ground where 
they fell, had dragged themselves to- 
gether to keep warm, and two were 
still alive.

There is no standing still in the 
world’s history. All is growth and 
development.

Such a system cannot be supported 
With an approximate equilibrium 
among the nations.” “All theory must 
rest on the basis of practice, and a 
real equilibrium—i. e, an actual equal- 
ity of power—is postulated.” This con- 
dition does not exist between the Eu- 
ropean nations. England by herself 
rules the sea, and the 65,000,000 of 
Germans cannot allow themselves to 
Sink to the same level of power as the 
40,000,000 of French. An attempt has 
been made to produce a real equl- 
librium by specia) alliances. One re- 
sult only has been obtained—the hin- 
drance of the free development @f the 
nations in general, and of Germany 
in particular. This ig an unsound con- 
dition. A European baidance of power 
can no longer be termed a condition 
which corresponds to the existing 
State of things; it can only have the 
disastrous consequences of rendering 
the forces of the continental Buro- 
pean states mutually ineffective, and 
of- thus favoring the plans of the polit- 
ical powers ‘which stand outside that 
charmed circle. It has always been 
England’s policy to stir up enmity be- 
tween the respective continental states, 
and to keep them at approximately the 
Same standard of power, in order her- 
self undisturbed to conquer at once 
the sovereignty of the seas and the 
sovereignty of the world 

Wie must put aside all such notions 
of equilibrium. .In its present distorted 
form it is opposed to our weightiest 
interests. The idea of a state system 
which has common interests in eivili- 
zation Mmiust not, of course, be aban- 
doned; but it must be expanded on a 
new and more just basis. It is now 
not a question of a Puropean state sys- 
tem, but of one embracing all the 
States in the world, in which the equi- 
ltbrium is established on real factors 
of power. We must endeavor to obtain 
in this system our merited position at 
the head of a federation of central Hu- 
ropean states, and thus reduce the 
imaginary European equilivrium, in one 
way or the other, to its true value, 
and correspondingly to increase our 
own power. 

A further question, suggested by the 

present political position, is whether 
all the political treaties which were 
concluded at the beginning of the last 
century under quite other conditions— 
in fact, under a different conception 
of whate constitutes a state—can, or 
ought to be, permanently observed. 
When Belgium was proclaimed neutral, 
no one contemplated that she would 
lay claim to large and valuable region 
of Africa. It may well be asked| 
whether the acquisition of such terri- 
tory is not ipso facto a breach of neu- 
trality, for a state from which—theo- 
retically at least—all danger of war 
has been removed, has no right to en- 
ter into political competition with the 
other states. The conception of per- 
manent neutrality is entirely contrary 
to the essential nature of the state, 
which can only attain its highest mora] 
aims in competition with other states. 
Its complete devélopment presupposes 
such competition. 
- A@ain, the principle that no state 
can ever interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of another state is repugnant to 
the highest rights of the state. Thies 
rinciple is, of course, very variously 
nterpretéd, and powerful states have 
never refained from a high-handed in- 
in the internal] affaires of 
smaller ones. We daily witness in- 
stances of such conduct. 

After all, the relation of states to 
each other is that of individuals: and 
as the individual can deeline the inter- 
ference of others in his affairs, so, 
naturally, the same right belongs to 
the state. Above the individual, how- 
ever, stands the authority of the state, 
which regulates the relationg of the 
citizens to each other. But no one 
stands above the state; it is sovereign, 
and must itself decide whether the in- 
ternal conditions or measures of an- 
other state menace its own existence 
or interests. in no cage, therefore, 
a sovereign state renounce. the 
right of interfering in the affairs of 
other states, should circumstances de- 
mand. Cases may occur at any time 
when the party disputes or the prepa- 
rations of the neighboring country be- 
come a threat to the existence of a 
state. “It can only be asserted that 
every state acts at its own risk when 
it interferes in the internal affairs of 
another state, and that experience 
shows how very dangerous such an in- 
treference may become.” On the other 
hand, it must be remembered that the 
dangers which may arise from non- 
intervention are occasionally still 
graver, and that the whole discussion 
turns, not on an international right, 
but simply and solely on power and 
expediency.

NAPOLEON 


from their emperor, who promised to 
lead them back to France, where “it 
will suffice you to say ‘I was at Aus- 
terlitz’ for the people to answer 
‘There stands a brave man!” But 
many marches and battles lay between 
them and their homes, and thousands 
among that jubilant host were yet to 
find graves in alien earth. 

By an imperial decree the emperor 
adopted all the children of the men 
killed at Austerlitz, and conferred upon 
them the proud privilege of coupling 
with their own the name of Napoleon, 
which, ten years before, he himself 
had detested as too foreign-sounding 
in the ears of the French! He-also 
gave a pledge to educate the orphaned 
at this expense; after that “the boys 
Shall be placed in situations and the 
girls married by us.” 


THE FUGITIVE EMPERORS. 


The vanquished emperors, with the 
fragments of their army, were wander- 
ing off in the direction of Hungary, 
buf the Austrian monarch had left be- 
hind an envoy to sue for peace. This 
was the same Prince Lichtenstein 
whom General Meldas had appointed his 
commissioner to Napoleon after the 
battle of Marengo, and through the 
night the prince searched for the vic- 
tor of Austerlitz, whom he found only 
at dawn in a miserable roadside tav- 
ern. He arranged a meeting of the 
two emperors beside an old windmill, 
whither the Moravian farmers, in their 
big boots and big caps, still take grain 
to be ground. 

There Napoleon looked wpon an 
hereditary emperor for the first time. 
“Il receive you,” he said to Francis, as 
he pointed to his bivouac, “in the only 
palace which you have permitted me 
to occupy the past two months.” 
Francis happily replied: “You have 
made such good use of it that I dont 
think you thhave any cause to com- 
Plain.” 

The Austrian empress, the stepmoth- 
er of little Marie Louise, wrote her 
husband in great alarm lest the impe- 
rial family should be treated as prison- 
ers. “Don't let me be taken to France,” 
she pleaded. The emperor, after his 
meeting with Napoleon, sent her a re- 
assuring reply. ‘I have been as hap- 
py,’ he wrote his wife, “as I could be 
witha conqueror who holdsa large part 
of my kingdom. With regard to his 
treatment of me and mine, he has been 
very kind. It is easy to see that he is 
not a Frenchman.” Kind as Napoleon 
may have been, hé héld on to Francis’ 
Capitad and left Austerlitz only to re- 
turn to Vienna and settle down in the 
palace of the beaten emperor until the 
Austrians should meet his terms and 
ransom their empire. 


THE SPOILS. 


In the negotiations which eventuated 
in the treaty of Pressburg, the Em- 
peror Francis agreed to Napoleon’s de- 
mands, ceded to him Venice and Ve- 
netia, thus giving up Austria’s last foot- 
hold in Italy, and also parted with Dal- 
matia, the opposite coast of the Adri- 
atic, which gave Napoleon many covet- 
ed harbors to shut against British com- 
merce. 

The peace of Sopenuts not only cost 
Francis rich dominions, but it also cost 
him the respect of his allies. They had 
pledged themselves to stand or fall to- 
gether and not to treat separately with 
Napoleon.» Francis, however, findin 
himself without an army and cut o 
from his capital, had violated his prom- 
ise to Russia and England. 

The young czar, although his first 
battle had disappointed his confident 
expectation of reaping a harvest of 
martial glory, refused to follow the 
Austrian emperor into the conqueror’s 
camp by the windmill. Without even a 
servant to attend him, he ran away to 
live to fight another day. 


DEATH OF PITT. 

One chieftain of the coalition received 
@ mortal blow when the allied center 
was smashed on the field of Austerlitz. 
William Pitt, the British prime minis- 
ter, was already nearing the end of his 
frail hold on life, when he heard of the 
fall of Ulm. “Heavy news,” he sighed, 


and would have fainted but for timely 


assistance. 

But he continued to cherish the hope 
of success even after Napoleon had en- 
tered Vienna. When, however, stil! 
heavier news arrived from the Mora- 
vian ‘hills and what was described as 
“the Austerlitz look” came into his 
weary eyes, there is a tradition that he 
said, on entering his house and seein 
a map of Europe on his study wall, 
“Roll up that map; it will not be need- 
ed again these ten years,” 

Yet he cae to the hope that Prus- 
sia would make good the loss of Aus- 
tria from the coalition, and even as he 
was dying he anxiously expected the 
coming of a messenger across the North 
sea with the Prussian pledge. “What 
is the wind?’ he inquired. “Kast?” 
That will do, that will bring him fast.” 
But the wind disappointed Pitt's last 
hope and left him murmuring his de- 
spair as he died, ‘My country! O my 
country!” 


Austria having no reason to enshrine 
Austerlitz, and the place being remote 
from the main roads of foreign travel- 
ers, the battleground is little visited. 
The castle, which belongs to a Mora- 
vian family of counts, is more a beauti- 
ful villa than a Castile, its wall rising 
in a pretty park in the very center of 
the tidy village. As everywhere along 
“the Path of Napoleon,” his memory 
eclipses that of all other guests of the 
castle, including the two” emperors 
whom he drove forth from its hospi- 
tality into a December night, and “Na- 
poleon’s room,” “Napoleon's bed,” “‘Na- 
poleon’s chair,” and “Napoleon’s table” 
are the proudest exhibits offered to the 
curious pilgrim. 

While the battle tide flowed to the 
very walis of Austerlitz on the east, 
the western houndary of the scene of 
combat is fully eight miles away on 
the road to Brunn. Not far from the 
true center rises the green slopes of 
Pratzen, crowned by the only monu- 
ment that marks the field of strife, a 
huge gray-stone memorial erected on 
the centenary of the fight. 

From those Pratzen heights the bat- 
tleground of the three emperors rolls 
away in every direction, crossed here 
and there by the brooks that one day 
ran with the blood of many nations, 
and dotted over with the little stone 
villages that bore the brunt of the on- 
slaught. The pond where the fleeing 
Russians were drowned, however, is no 
more to be seen, its bed having been 
drained and converted into tillage. For 
thriff is written across the entire face 
of the countryside, smiling in peace 
above the graves of the thousands who 
fell in battle, where the waving grain 
blossoms in their silent dust.

INTERESTING LESSONS IN 
GEOGRAPHY OF BELGIUM 


(From The Pittsburg Dispatch.) 

Those who are so fortunate as to be 
untutored as to the meaning of military 
movements, even when such movements 
are described without the-agsistance of 
a censor, will wonder at what is said to 
be terrible fighting in around insigenifi- 
cant towns that do not seem to have 
strategical importance. 

Within the last several days much 
has been written of Dixmude and orf 
Nieuport, which can hardly be found on 
the maps, and are not so insistent as 
to attract the attention of great cyclo- 
pedists even to the extent of minute 
paragraphs. The former is on the Yser 


river, a creek which one could almost 
span with a jump; yet it ig gaid to “di- 
vide the contending forces.” Dixmude 
is a town of less than 4,000 population 
whose only distinction is that it has 
One fine church.- It is about twelve 
miles north of Ypres, where also there 
has been fierce fighting for many days. 

Nieuport (Flemish Nieuwpoort) is a 
dozen miles northwest of Dixmude and 
ten miles southwest of Dunkirk, at the 
mouth of the little River Yperlee, and 
having a bit of a harbor on the North 
sea. It may be counted by the Ger- 
mans @ way station on the road to in- 
Vasion of England from some point on 
the channel, but it is worthless for any 
military purpose, it would be said, un- 
til the invaders are sure of Dunkirk. 

Nieuport is a fishing village of about 
3,000 population. Boats for fishing fleets 
are built there, as they are at all of 
the channel towns and cities, but it is 
lacking in all the means of defense and 
offense, and must simply be thought 
one more of the many little towns in 
West Flanders to be sacrificed on the 
horrid altar of war. 

It has an interesting history. like ajl 
of the towns and cities of Flanders, 
which became historic hundreds of years 
before West and East Flanders were 
finally hewn from ancient Flanders to 
become almost the fairest provinces of 
modern Belgium. Cordage and rope and 
netting are made at Nieuport for the 
fishermen. A notable cloth hall dates 
from 1480, and a lighthouse yet glows 
which was finished in 1284. It was here, 
moreover, that the famous battle of the 
Dunes was fought in July, 1600, when 
Maurice of Nassau defeated the Span- 
lards. 

Of course these places are mentioned 
in the cable news merely as finger 
boards to indicate that all that region 
of West Flanders is being fought over 
as a part of the “channel campaign” 
of the Germans. A possible educational 
value may accrve to the boys and girls 
of American schools, where the young 
idea is being taught how to shoot, as 
they will be led to study the geogra- 

hy of Belgium and especially of West 
Panaeen where towns they never 
heard of are in the thick of the roar 
and smoke and carnage and devasta- 
tion of the great European war.
